They  or-*  ell  of  high  class  caliber,  of  good 
character,  coming  from  fine  parents.  They  first  reported  this  incident  to  their 
-;i -h  School  Teacher,  Mr.  Ben  Kurland,  and  he  referred  them  to  ray  office.  I have  no 
on  to  disbelieve  their  story,  as  they  aren’t  the  type  ta  make  things  up.
